THE skin is ou r first line of de­ 
fense against harmfu l agents in the 
world ab ou t u s. For this reason it 
is very important that it b e kept in 
good condition and that any inju ries 
to it b e promptly attended. 
There are few people who at one 
time or another have not b y accident 
got a foreign ob ject of one kind or 
another into the skin or its u nder­ 
lying stru ctu res. What is to b e done 
in su ch cases depends on the type of 
ob ject, where it is located, and how 
deeply emb edded it is. 
Splinter or Thorn 
The ordinary wooden splinter or 
thorn can u su ally b e removed at 
home b y u se of a sterile needle or 
pair of tweezers, b u t b its of glass or 
metal slivers are b est handled b y 
the doctor. In either case, as soon 
as the ob ject is removed the area 
shou ld b e washed well with soap and 
w ater.Where the inju ry is severe, 
the part shou ld b e splinted for from 
one to three days. If there is danger 
of infection, a warm, wet dressing 
may b e pu t on for one hou r, fou r 
times a day. 
A splinter of wood u nder the 
finger-nail is particu larly danger­ 
ou s b ecau se it may carry germs into 
the circu lation. 
When removing 
su ch a splinter, the finger-nail is 
trimmed and shaved with a knife to 
expose the splinter. Then it may b e 
easily removed and the area again 
washed well with soap and water. 
Indelib le Pencil 


is su ggested that the discolored area 
b e completely cu t away. When one 
falls onto gravel or cinders the b its 
of material u su ally lie close to the 
skin su rface and sometimes may 
b e scru b b ed ou t, u sing a stiff hand­ 
b ru sh. If the particles are more 
deeply lodged, it may b e necessary 
to give an anesthetic to pu t the pa­ 
tient to sleep b efore the particles 
are picked ou t b y the doctor. 
Tetanu s Germs 
Now and then dirty material 
from a b lank cartridge gets into the 
skin. This material frequ ently car- , 
ries tetanu s or lockjaw germs and 
other dangerou s b acteria. Thu s, it is 
necessary to open the wou nd com­ 
pletely and 
remove the foreign 
material. The patient shou ld b e 
given an injection of antitetanu s 
seru m at once, as well as seru m for 
preventing the so-called gas infec­ 
tions. He is also given su lfonamide 
dru gs or penicillin to aid in warding 
off other infections. 
Proper care in those instances in 
which b its of material get into the 
u nderlying tissu es is important in 
order to avoid seriou s trou b le. No 
wou nd, no m atter how trivial, shou ld 
b e neglected, for seriou s infections 
may resu lt from small scratches, as 
well as from large lacerations of 
the skin.

For our people, it means delay in pro­ 
gressive reforms: it means that we shall 
be forced to continue to bear the burden of 
high taxes, shortages of goods, the m a i n ­ 
tenance of an excessive military establish­ 
ment and the climate of crisis. For o u 
youth, it means interrupted education, the 
rechanneling of careers, of delayed or in­ 
appropriate marriages It is not a pleasant 
1 thought, but it is a fact. 
Preparation for war involves a search for 
bases and for allies. Geography forces 
upon us unchangeable facts, namely t h 
logistics of a war which must be fought in 
Europe and Asia: on land, in the air, and 
under the sea. New areas enter into such a 
war with startling vehe rn e n c e. For in 
stance, the shortest distance between the 
United States and Soviet Russia is across 
the North Pole: the entire Arctic region, 
which has never been involved in the wars 
of mankind, may become even more im ­ 
portant than the Mediterranean. Alaska is 
now a key point. 
Our bases in Europe must be in Great 
Britain, France and Spain. Ultimately, we 
shall be forced to use Spain as much as the 
Spanish government will permit us because 
the Iberian Peninsula remains for us, as it 
was for Wellington, the best entrance into 
Europe. 
The British Isles do not provide ample 
leverage; France may itself be an invaded 
country. In Asia. Japan will be our prin­ 
cipal base, although North China and Man­ 
churia would have been much better. But 
Manchuria and areas of North China are 
and will be even more aggressively invad­ 
ed and held bv Soviet Russia and we shall 
undoubtedly find ourselves fighting on Chi­ 
nese soil as we shall again be fighting in 
France. 
God grant that none of this happen, but 
a wise nation is never caught with a Pearl 
Harbor twice in her history.

Our necessity then is 
to face the horrifying facts now and to hope 
that the preparations prove f u t i l e .

There are few people who at one 
time or another have not by accident 
fot a foreign object of one kind or 
another into the skin or it* under­ 
lying structures. What is to be done 
in such cases depends on the type of 
object, where it is located, and how 
deeply embedded it is. 
Splinter or Fhorn 
The ordinary wooden splinter or 
thorn can usually be removed at 
home by use of a sterile needle or 
pair of tweezers, but bits of glass or 
metal slivers are best handled by 
the doctor. In either case, as soon 
aa the object is removed the area 
•hould be washed well with soap and 
water.Where the injury is severe, 
the part should be splinted for from 
one to three days. If there is danger 
of infection, a warm, wet dressing 
may bo put on for one hour, four 
times a day. 
A splinter of wood under the 
finger-nail is particularly danger­ 
ous because it may carry germs into 
th# circulation. 
When removing 
ouch a aphnter, the finger-nail is 
trimmed and shaved with a knife to 
appose the splinter. Then it may be 
easily removed and the area again 
washed well with soap and water. 
Indelible Pencil 


is suggested that the discolored area 
be completely cut away. W hen one 
falls onto gravel or cinders the bite 
of material usually lie close to the 
skin surface and sometimes may 
be scrubbed out, using a stiff hand­ 
brush. If the particles are more 
deeply lodged, it may be necessary 
to give an anesthetic to put the pa­ 
tient to sleep before the particles 
are picked out by the doctor. 
Tetanus Germs 
N w and then dirty material 
from a blank cartridge gets into the 
skin. This material frequently ca r-, 
ries tetanus or lockjaw germs and 
other dangerous bacteria. Thus, it is 
necessary to open the wound com­ 
pletely and remove the foreign 
material. The patient should be 
given an injection of antitetanus 
serum at once, as well as scrum for 
preventing the so-called gas infec­ 
tions. He is also given sulfonamide 
drug- or penicillin to aid in warding 
off other infections. 
Proper care in those instances in 
which bits of material get into the 
underlying tissues is important in 
order to avoid serious trouble. No 
wound, no matter how trivial, should 
be neglected, for serious infections 
may result from small scratches as 
well as from large lacerations of 
the skin.

gav e to M o ses the Ten Co m m and­ 
m ents and m o st m inute instruc­ 
tio ns co ncerning the duties o f 
H is peo ple in ev ery w alk o f life 
and asso ciatio n w ith o thers o f 
their kind. 
These law s m ay be div ided into 
tw o gro ups— civ il and cerem o nial 
law s. 
The civ il law s related to 
all m atters co ncerning so cial rela­ 
tio ns. pro perty , etc., w hile the 
cerem o nial law s set the rules fo r 
tem ple 
o bserv ances, 
feast 
and 
fast day s, etc. 
The law s the Lo rd gav e M o ses 
w ere all co ncluded w ith the state­ 
ment,' *T am the Lo rd y o ur God." 
In Lev iticus 19 :9 , w e read, “ And 
when y e reap the harv est o f y o ur 
land, tho u shalt no t who lly reap 
the co rners o f thy field, neither 
shall tho u gather the gleaning 
o f thy harv est. 
And tho u shalt 
no t glean thy v iney ard, neither 
shalt tho u gather the fallen fruit 
o f thy v iney ard; tho u shalt leav e 
them fo r the po o r and fo r the 
so jo urner 
(o r stran ger). 
I am 
J eho v ah y o ur Go d.’’ 
In o ur mo dern wo rld the po o r 
and strangers (w ho . acco rding to 
the law co uld hav e no legal claim 
to land in Israel) are taken care 
o f by the autho rities in the part 
o f the co untry in which they liv e 
o r v isit, o r by o rganizatio ns, such 
as the v ario us co m m unity funds 
and o ther institutio ns to which 
we all co ntribute. 
This law giv en to the Israelites 
co v ered the three chief pro ducts 
o f their labo rs, the grain, the 
grapes fro m their v ines and fruit I 


fro m their trees— largely the o liv e 
trees which o ften w ere planted in 
the v iney ards. 
“ Tho u shalt no t o ppress thy 
neighbo r, no r ro b him ; the w ages 
o f a hired serv ant shall no t abide 
with 
thee 
all 
night 
until 
the 
mo rning." In tho se day s, acco rd­ 
ing to the law , a w o rker w as to 
be paid at the end o f each day , 
as he pro bably wo uld need the 
mo ney to buy necessities. W e do 
no t fo llo w this law to day , but the 
principle stay s, so that a man 
m ay demand his w ages w hen they 
are due. 
A 
m o st interesting law that 
God gav e M o ses w as the o ne 
where w e read, “ Tho u shalt no t 
curse the deaf, no r put a stu m ­ 
bling blo ck befo re the blind; but 
tho u shalt fear thy Go d.” 
To 
mo st o f us—-ev en tho se w ho are 
no t regarded as mo del citizens— 
to curse o r berate the deaf o r to 
m istreat the blind wo uld be un­ 
thinkable. 
“ Tho u sh alt no t go up and 
do wn as a talebearer am o ng thy 
peo ple,” w as ano ther law' giv en 
by God w hich m o re o r less hits 
at all o f us. Slander, it has been 
said, kills three perso ns in o ne 
act. tile perso n w ho slanders, the 
perso n 
slandered, 
and 
the 
o ne 
who listens to it. 
How' m any 
tho usands 
o f 
inno cent 
peo ple’s 
liv es and characters hav e been 
destro y ed by tale-bearing! 
This w riter wo uld specially em ­ 
phasize 
this 
fau lt—o r 
sin — in 
which w e all indulge, we fear, 
fro m childho o d to o ld age, 
al­ 
tho ugh w e m ay m ean no harm. 
Go ssip— unless it is “ go lden g o s­ 
sip,” which m eans say ing go o d 
abo ut ev ery o ne instead o f ev il— 
is a pernicio us h ab it 
'T ho u shalt no t hate thy bro th­ 
er in thy heart; tho u shalt surely 
rebuke thy neighbo r, and no t bear 
sin because o f him. 
Tho u shalt 
no t take v engeance, no r bear any 
grudge against the children o f 
thy peo ple; but tho u shalt lo v e 
thy neighbo r as th y self.” 
Sum m ing up the law s God gav e 
the Hebrew peo ple, w e refer to 
M atthew 22, w here it is related 
that when the Pharisees fo und 
that the Lo rd had silenced the 
Sadducees 
in 
their 
attacks 
on 
Him, they egged a law y er o n to 
ask Him directly , “ Which is the 
great co m m andm ent in the law ?” 
J esus’ answ er w'as im m ediate 
and final: 
“ Tho u shalt lo v e the 
Lo rd thy God w ith all thy heart 
...t h o u shalt lo v e thy neighbo r 
as thy self. 
On these tw’o co m ­ 
m andm ents hang all the law and 
the pro phets.

thinkable.

people," w as another law given 
by God which m ore or less hits 
ai nil of us. Slander, it has been 
said, kills three persons in one 
act. tile person w ho slanders, the 
person 
slandered, 
and 
the one 
who listens to it. 
H ow m any 
thousands 
of 
innocent 
people’s 
lives and characters have been 
destroyed by tale-bearing! 
This w riter would specially em ­ 
phasize 
this 
fa u lt—-or 
sin —in 
which w e all indulge, w e fear, 
from childhood to old age, al­ 
though w e m ay m ean no harm. 
Gossip— unless it is “golden g o s­ 
s ip ” which m eans saying good 
about everyone instead of evil— 
is s pernicious h a b it 
‘T hou shalt not hate th y broth­ 
er in thy heart; thou shalt surely 
rebuke thy neighbor, and not bear 
sin because of him. 
Thou shalt 
not take vengeance, nor bear any 
grudge against the children of 
thy people; but thou shalt lo v . 
thy neighbor as thyself." 
Sum m ing up the law s God gave 
the Hebrew people, w e refer to 
M atthew 22, where it is related 
that when the P harisees found 
that the Lord had silen 2ed the 
Sadducee* 
in 
their atta ck s on 
Him, they egged a law yer on to 
ask Him directly, “W hich is the 
great com m andm ent in the law ?" 
Jesus* answ er w as im m ediate 
and final: 
“Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God w ith all thy heart 
...t h o u shalt love th y neighbor 
a s thyself. 
On these tw o com ­ 
mandm ent* hang all the law and 
the prophet*.”

W E ALL live according to law’ 
— the child in the schoolroom ; the 
adult in 
the city, tow n, or in 
w hatever part o f the country he 
resides, the w orker or business 
man or w om an the law’* of the 
organization for which they work. 
There also are state law s, fed­ 
eral laws and international laws. 
International 
law s are not set 
down in books, but there is a 
w orld-w ide understanding of what 
they are. and nations usually obey 
them. 
When a child disobeys the law’* 
of home and school, he is .pun­ 
ished. 
W hen adults ignore the 
law of city, sta te or federal gov­ 
ernment, they are called crim i­ 
nals and r e t r i b u t i o n follow s. 
W hen nations disregard the in­ 
ternational law s, they are called 
barbarians and are censured by 
other nations. 
In the Bible w e are told that 
God spoke directly to man and 
laid down the law s that w ere to 
govern 
his conduct. 
The Lord 
gave to M oses the Ten Com m and­ 
m ents and m ost m inute instruc­ 
tions concerning the 
duties of 
H is people in every w alk of life 
and association w ith others of 
their kind. 
These law s m ay be divided into 
tw o groups— civil and cerem onial 
laws. The civil law s related to 
all m atters concerning social rela­ 
tions. 
property, etc., w hile the 
cerem onial law s set the rules for 
tem ple 
observances, 
feast 
and 
fast days, etc. 
The law s the Lord gave M oses 
were all concluded wuth the state- | 
ment. “I am the Lord your God." 
In Leviticus 19:9, w e read, “And 
when ye reap the harvest of your 
land, thou shalt not w holly reap 
the corners of thy field, neither 
shall thou gather the gleaning 
of thy harvest. 
And thou shalt 
not glean thy vineyard, neither 
shalt thou gather the fallen fruit 
of thy vineyard; thou shalt leave 
Hmm for the poor and for the 
sojourner 
(or stran ger). I am 
Jehovah your God." 
In our m odem world the poor 
and strangers (w ho, according to 
the law could have no legal claim 
to land in Israel) are taken care 
of by the authorities rn the part 
of the country in which they live 
or visit, or by organizations, such 
as the various com m unity funds 
and other institutions to which 
we all contribute. 
This law given to the Israelites 
covered the three chief products 
of their labors, the grain, the 
grapes from their vines and fruit

above the average. 
Guy Miller, ex tension econo­ 
mist, says this season’s ha rve st­ 
ing of red clover seed in Ohio is 
three tim es larger than last y ear 
and that the crop nationwide is 
eight percent above the average. 
The acreag e of red clo v er fo r 
4 
seed pro ductio n in the United 
States increased 27 pere e n t 
o v er 19 47 and the y ields per 
acre are a little larg er. Hig h 
prices and the ex cell e n t de­ 
mand in recent y ears are re­ 
spo nsible fo r the larg er acre­ 
ag e this y ear. 
Loss in cleaning is ex pected
